The other body, according tw-the In- 


dian, lay in a little wash <w a*royo, a 
few hundred feet troi»*hfr othwrp. The 
harr and beard tvere ISsrhl or brown 
and the man was of medium sire. His 
head also was crushed In at the skull, 
apparently by a blow by a club. The 
Indian was unable to give a«y further 
description o-f the bodies, and he did 
not molest them.

giras, who is living at 5034 Throop street, 
last evening called ujpon.

James Klggrtas, of having 
murdered her three children, one pre- 
vious to its birth, by cruelty. The chil- 
dren ajlegred to have been murdered 
were Beatrice Biggins, eight weeks old, 
died March 23. 1886: female child, April 
10. 1SS7, Elizabeth Hlggins, one year 
old. died July 1, 1SS9. 


At the time of her marr-lase her hus- 


band had four children. These children 
she claimed bitterly opposed the mar- 
riage and when her baby was born, she 
says they conspired with her husband 
to kill it. As a result of this she says 
they continually undressed. it and ex- 
posed It to the cold, even groine so far 
as ito carry It out Into the yard during 
the cold-est weather in Feibruary. 


The death of tHrr second child, was 


caused, she said, by her husband and 
stepson crushing her against a door 
on purpose to cause the dea/bh of the in- 
fant 'before birth.

on the desert at a place supposed to 
be on Lower'Carriso ,ireek. 


The report was- brought in by Juan 


Ignacio, a. Cocopah Indian, :who came 
up from the Cocopah -"mountains along 
tho Carrlso on his. way to-1;a!a. The 
Indran said he discovered the, bodies 
last Tuesday. All were dressed roughly 
like miners and two bodies were lying 
together near a 
Mesqulte tree with 


their heads caved in and their bodies 
partly eaten by coyotes and vultures. 
Both had dark hair and beards and one 
n-as unubuaily tall. 


The other body, according to-Jhe In- 


dian, lay in a little wash or arroyo,1 a 
few hundred leet £rom--the others. The 
hair and beard wore light or. brown 
and the man was of medium size. His 
head also was crushed In at the skull, 
apparently by a blow by a club. The 
Indian wias unable to give any further 
description ot the bodies, and he did 
not molest them. He was unable to 
give an accurate desorlT'tlon of the 
place where they lay, but was ready to 
guide a party to the spot. No miners 
are known to be m!s<s!ng in this county, 
though there are many prospectors out 
on the desert, and a violent death may 
liave overtaken some little party.
